The Soviets’ Lawyers 


It's notonuusiy hard to win a libel 
case sn this country. It's harder still If 
the defendant Is the Soviet Union. But 
It's really tough IX ooce you've won 
the case. State Department lawyers 
help the Soviets avoid paying the 
Judgment. 

This ts the situation faced by Ra- 
phael GreyorUh, owner of a method - 
^aspply company based In PsJo Alto. 
Calif. He did business with the Soviet* 
for IS years until an article in Ixvestla 
in 1964 branded him a spy. Mr. Gre- 
gorian. who was bom in Russia, says 
he's no spy and decided to respond the 
American way. by suing. 

He filed a $10 million libel claim to 
federal court In 1984. naming as de- 
fendants Irvestia, the Soviet Union, Its 
Ministry of Foreign Trade and two So- 
viet trading firms that have funds to 
- the U.S. The Soviets have a strict pol- 
icy about U.S. courts: They only ap- 
pear as plaintiffs. When by last June 
no one from the Soviet side showed 
up. Federal Judge David Kenyon in 
Los Angeles made the obligatory rul- 
ing for chen the defendant is a no- 
show He granted a default Judgment, 
awarding Mr. Gregorian $456,000. 

Then Mr Gregorian had to try to 
collect. The Soviets didn't respond to 
his demands for the damages. So in 
October Mr. Gregorian sent his law- 
yer. i.ccompantod by U.S. marshals, 
to the Chevy Chase. Md.. apartment 
of Ixvestia's Washington correspon- 
dent. Leonid Koryavin. The lawyer at- 
tached the most valuable asset he 
could carry. Mr. Koryavin's Cyrillic- 
language typewriter. Then Judge Ken- 
yon ordered Bank of America to turn 
over accounts held by Soviet trading 
companies to Mr Gregorian to make 
up the resi of the damage award. 

This made I he Soviets nervous. 
K.iriier this month, (he y filed suit in 
New York demanding SI * million 
from Mr Gregorian and Bank of 
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America, which has froica the Soviet 
assets. The New York judge last week 
said the Soviets should bring their 
couple rsuit In Los Angeles.

Now, we doubt Mr, Gregorian 
would have succeeded if tfie Soviets 
had chosen to defend themselves. Sov- 
ereign immunity Is indeed a familiar 
concept, though Sute takes a rather 
sweeping view to applying it to any' 
enterprise in a communist state. Even 
without sovereign immunity, there are 
serious Jurisdictional problems with 
his suit. Mr. Gregorian’s case stands 
mostly as testimony to the risks of do- 
ing business with the Soviets. 

Still, the basic problem here is that 
the Soviets refuse to give our courts 
even the courtesy of a defense. It’s 
galling to have State acting as their 
lawyers. It’s doubly galling for Stale. 

(o complain, as it dkf to the Gregorian 
case, that the Soviet side of matters 
hasn't bwi heard. It also insisted that 
the case should be dismissed because 
it's upsetting superpower relations. 

Us statement says Mr. Gregorian's 
rase makes bilateral Hattons mon* 
difficult ind *ou!d even put at risk a 
new arms control agreement.
